England. "An extract of a Letter from 
a very authentick Perfon at Stockholm, 
dated March 12" gives particulars to the 
offeot that "the Emprefs of Buffia will, 
before the End of June, nave above 
400,000 Men on Foot." Then, as if Bo- 
man types were unequal to the proper 
telling of actual battle news, there comes 
in itafics toe following paragraph: 


Genoa, March 1 Skirmifhing hat within a 


day or two began fcgP^n. One of the Auftrian 
detachments tan attempted to furprize, in 
a pott near Vollri. the independent company of 
Barharoffa, bat that company defended itfelf 
with fo much bravery, that the enemy were 
obliged to retire with the lofe of feveral killed 
and wounded, their Comminder being of the 
camber of the latter. 


From London are accounts of many 


disasters to shipping at the hands of the 
enemy and of pirates as well, and on the 
second page are found budgets from Bos- 
ton and New York.

An Awful Omen'in Komc. 


Tacitus records that just prior to the 


breaking out Ot the insurrection of the 
Iceni, headed by their heroic Queen 
Boadicea, the Roman subjugators of 
Britain were alarmed by unequivocal 
indications of an approaching storm. 
"At Camalodnnum the statue of Nero 
fell to the ground and turned its bock 
where the face haft been, as if it fled be- 
fore the enemy. Women were seen as 
if mad, singing wild songs, in which 
they foretold the destruction of the 
colony. Strange noises were heard in 
the House of Assembly, and loud howl- 
ings in the Theater. In the estuary of 
the Thames there was an appearance 
like that of a sunken town.

Mexican Hospitality. 


Tepitongo, with its mansion and fas- 


tillo, or fortress, for refuge and defense 
in unsettled times, its cwrales, out- 
buildings, and dependencies, great and 
small, forms in itself a -village of the 
pastoral plan which surrounds it. * * * 


The administi-adortook us the rounds 


of the -out-buildings before supper, 
which is served very late in the Mexican 
household. We were shown the thresh- 
ing-floor, a stone-paved amphitheater 
over one hundred feet in diameter, very 
slightly concave, sinking toward a large 
circular, flat stone in the center. It was 
surrounded by a circle of low stone 
buildings, tile-roofed and supported on 
stone pillars. * * * 
, 


At supper we sat down to a rneduoval 


board like that of Quierendero, "with 
vassals of serfs" around us. We were 
invited to consider the house and every- 
thing in it as our own. Our mozos had 
the freedom of the kitchen and the sta- 
bles, our host gave up his place at the 
head of tlie table, and, in effect, 
the 


entire 
establishment was placed at 


our disposal, with a courtesy as graceful 
as it was irresistible. 


After supper we walked into tlie clois- 


tered court—a lovely, secluded precinct, 
with formal trees planted in open spaces 
left in the pavement. We were very 
(jratotnl for this our last moon of Mex- 
ico. 
We left it, when we leturuedto our 


winter evenings, and fire, and lamp-light, 
hanging large and low over the Gulf. 


From patio wo entered the sola—a 


long, tile-paved room, \vith n. sofa at one 
end, the place of honor for the lady 
guest, the members of the family occu- 
pying the arm-chairs which are arranged 
on either side, at right angles with the 
sofa. It is considered a discourtesy tor 
a guest to sit do-nn iu any of the 
chairs, instead of walking through the 
room to the sofa. As there were no 
ledies at Tepitongo, I was obliged to sit 
alone on the long sofa. The engineers, 
the Colonel, our hoit, and another un- 
bidden guest like ourselves, who had 
found shelter for the night, occupied the 
arm-chairs. 


After awhile, I ventured to ask the aa- 


minittrador to take the seat beside me. 
It may have been an enormity on my 
part, but at all events our host was too 
well bred to exhibit any horror at the 
situation. The little four-year-old boy 
whom we had seen on his pony came 
shyly into the room, and stood by hie 
father's knee. He was a charming little 
man, dressed in a suit of leather, with a 
tiny pair of spurs attached to his baby 
shoes; but in spite of his spurs and his 
horsemanship, he was not unwilling to 
sit in my lap and be coaxed into friendli- 
ness. The lispingSpanish vowelsof this 
little motherless child were exquisite. 
But there was other "music of the coun- 
try" in store for us. At the lower end 
of the room a company of musicians 
gathered by the light of candles clus- 
tered on a table; a striking group, with 
violins, a violoncello, guitars, a harp—I 
can not recall all the instruments, but 
the music and the scene it would not be 
easy to forget.—The Century.'

B. Nims—Funeral of 
' it Albert. 


Elder Davles. 


The Illiopolis correspondent of the 


Springfield Monitor furnishes the follow- 
ing interesting paragraph abont a Deea- 
tnr minister: "Eev. B. N. Davieson Wed- 
nesday evening delivered a very able and 
interesting sermon on I. Timothy, 3d 
chapter and 10th verse. Subject: "Great 
is the Mystery of Godliness, or Christ 
•Made Manifest in the Flesh." His sermon 
was listened to with deep interest by all 
who heard him. Elder E. N. Davies was 
born in Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28, 1829, 
was converted and joined the church in 
1844; came to Illinois in 1850, joined the 
Illinois Conference in 1852, and served as 
presiding elder six years. His present 
residence is at Decatur, 111. He is a npe 
scholar and a very eloquent and able ex- 
ponent of the Christian religion, having 
the largest and most complete library of 
any minister in the Illinois Conference 
and perhaps in the state of Illinois. He 
fully understands the different languages, 
and is a thorough Greek and Latin schol- 
ar, one ot the ablest in the M. E. Church."

Heroic Effort Made by Two Dogs 


to Save a Sujcide.

A number of children playing on 


Noble street wharf yesterday noticed 
a middle aged man walking up and 
down the edge of the pier, waving 
lis arms and talking to himself. 
At 


;he man's heels walked two dogfi, a 
Newfoundland and a Scotch terrier. 
A few minutes later the man jumped 
overboard, and the dogs followed 
and endeavored to save him. 
The 


children notified the police and a 
crowd gathered at the wharf, but the 
man had sunk. The dogs were swim- 
ming around, whining piteonsly. A 
boatman took the dogs ont of the wa- 
ter and placed them on the dock, bnt 
the terrier instantly jumped into <he 
water again and resisted all attempts 
to take him ont. The dog then 
swam around yelping and whining 
for nearly three-quarters of an honr, 
until he was sucked under a ship 
and drowned. A number of water- 
men dragged for the drowned man's 
body until dark, but the search was 
not successful. 
It is suppposed that 


the tide earned the body under the 
ship that is moored at the pier. The 
children who saw the man jump say 
he had a gray beard and gray hair, 
bnt further than that they were un- 
able to give any description of the 
stranger.
